Offer reliable and predictable travel 
times and choices by providing relatively 
free-flowing travel options for transit riders and 
automobile occupants in the near term, not 
way off in the future, while maintaining free 
lanes for less time-sensitive trips. 


Promote transit solutions by providing the 
infrastructure for a reliable system of express 
bus routes as well as financial incentives (e.g., 
splitting automobile operation costs, parking, 
and tolls) to carpool and vanpool. 


Build sustainable highway capacity 
sooner than otherwise feasible by 
providing a new revenue source in the form of 
tolls and using pricing techniques to manage 
demand. (Revenue would first be used for 
maintenance and operation costs on the new 
lanes with excess revenue used for capital costs 
to build and maintain the network.) 


Develop an integrated highway system 
that optimizes efficiency and maximizes
